^JSlovelties  for  1927 

Greinberg’s  Oriental  (D.) — This  wonderful  new  variety  has  come  up  to 
all  I have  said  about  it  in  my  1926  list.  Tubers  planted  the  15th  of 
May  produced  large  flowers  the  latter  part  of  June  and  kept  on  blooming 
to  the  end  of  the  season.  The  first  time  this  variety  was  in  competition 
it  won  the  first  prize — The  Pennsylvania  Horticultural  Society’s  silver 
medal  for  the  best  fifty  blooms  in  one  vase.  The  color,  as  given  by 
well-known  artists,  is  crimson  lake  suffused  vermillion.  Stems  are 
good,  height  medium  and  a very  free  bloomer.  This  variety  will  not 
be  troubled  with  insects.  Flowers  do  not  bleach  or  sunburn.  It  was 
admired  by  eveiyone  who  saw  it  in  my  garden  and  I feel  sure  it  will 
be  a novel  addition  to  your  collection.

The  Walt  Whitman  (D.) — Won  the  Camden  Dahlia  Society’s  gold  medal 
for  the  best  seedling  in  1925  in  competition  with  many  other  good 
seedlings.  This  variety  is,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  best  dahlias  I 
have  ever  produced.  The  color  is  rich  crimson,  tipped  white.  Flowers 
grow  very  large  and  are  held  up  erect  on  long  stems.  It  will  be  one 
of  the  outstanding  varieties  at  the  shows  this  season.  Stock  is  limited 
and  I,  therefore,  advise  early  ordering.

Kathrine  Harlan  Noble  ( D.) — This  is  another  fine  exhibition,  also  garden 
variety,  that  attracted  much  attention  in  my  garden  last  year.  The 
color  of  the  monster  flower  is  carmine,  changing  to  spectrum  red,  very 
brilliant.  Flowers  are  held  horizontally  on  stiff  stems.  Plants  are  of 
medium  height  and  growing  habit  is  very  good.

Mrs.  David  M.  Sherk  (Sherk)  (Dec.  to  Peony) — This  new  variety  also 
has  come  up  to  all  I have  said  about  it  in  my  1926  price  list.  Its  huge 
flowers  are  in  the  early  season  more  of  the  decorative  type,  while  later 
in  the  season  the  flowers  become  more  peony  type.  It  is  a robust  grower 
and  not  troubled  with  insects.  The  color  is  cream  suffused  crimson, 
very  attractive,  and  has  long  stiff  stems.  It  is  a wonderful  keeper  when 
cut.  This  variety  won  the  first  prize  in  competition  for  the  best  25 
blooms  in  one  vase,  and  also  first  for  the  best  peony  at  the  show  in 
Memorial  Hall,  Philadelphia,  last  season.

The 
color  is  Chinese  scarlet,  with  a paler  reverse,  giving  it  a two-toned 
effect.  The  flowers  are  large  and  globular  in  shape;  it  is  a vigorous 
grower  and  has  splendid  insect-resisting  foliage.

Jersey’s  Beauty  (Waite)  ( D .) — Eosine  pink.  A fine  dahlia  in  every  way.

Jersey’s  Ideal  (Waite)  (D.) — The  flowers  are  very  large  and  of  great 
depth.  Best  described  as  a lavender  pink  in  color,  although  it  varies 
to  phlox  pink.  It  is  a vigorous  grower,  with  large,  leathery  leaves, 
almost  insect-proof.  The  large  flowers  are  produced  very  freely.

Jersey’s  Mammoth  (Waite)  (H.  C.) — Truly  a monster;  in  color  a rich 
golden  mahogany.  This  variety  is  not  a good  cut  flower  and  is  recom- 
mended only  to  those  who  want  the  very  largest  blooms — having 
frequently  reached  14  inches.  It  often  captures  the  prize  in  the  largest 
bloom  class.  It  is  a vigorous  grower  and  not  very  subject  to  the  ravages 
of  insects,  but  should  be  watched  carefully  in  the  early  stages  of  its 
growth.
